Considers 
re-zoning 
backward 
step 


The Editor: 

Town council’s decision 
Monday to rezone an 80-acre 
parcel of land onSt, Albert’s 
eastern boundary to permit 
industrial development is a 
bazkward step. 

If St, Albert wants to re- 
tain its individuality and town 
status, and avoid being an- 
nexed by Edmonton, it 
appears the towncouncillors 
have just taken a step that 
erodes such a desire, 

By permitting light in- 
dustry to build in the area 
east of Akinsdale, the town 
is openly inviting Edmonton 
to start building outward 
through what has long been 
considered a green belt or 
buffer zone between the two 
centres, 

Granted the provincial 
government has not given a 
clear-cut indication what is 
to be done in the green belt 
area, but every day that the 
government does not per- 
mit widespread development 
in that area is an indication 
it is concerned with just 
what growth does occur there. 

With the light industry de- 

velopment, St, Albert’s bor- 
der would be a scant mile 
from Edmontons, That is 
just a little too close for 
comfort, 
* I believe most St. Albert 
citizens would like to retain 
a separate identity from Ed- 
monton, although itis poss- 
ible Edmonton may one day 
be successful in annexing the 
town, 

If such a move did occur, 
it would still be very desir- 
able for the buffer zone or 
green belt toremain, It would 
allow St, Albert individual 
status, even though it was 
part of metropolitan Edmon- 
ton, 

I myself would like to see 
St. Albert remain outside 
Edmonton, but history has 
shown that the large ten- 
tacles of cities gradually 
gobble up smaller adjacent 
centres, : 

It is also questionable 
whether light industrial de- 
velopment in the southeast 
sector of the town is in the 
best interests of its citi- 


zens, 

Industry creates pollution, 
both noise and in the atm>s- 
phere, Despite government 
regulations, 


and ever in- 


st. albert 
& sturgeon. 
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creasing crackdowns on 
pollution problems, the 
simple truth is that there 
is still and always will exist 
pollution problems, 

I would think it much more 
advantageous for the town to 
share in the development of 
an industrial area with towns 
such as Morinville and the 
municipal district of Stur- 
geon, A tax sharing arrange- 
ment could undoubtedly be 
worked out, that would bene- 
fit all involved, and would end 
a haggling that undoubtedly 
results when two or three 
centres bid for a certain 
industry. 

However, if the die has 
already been cast and light 
industry is to come to pass, 
it is sincerely hoped the 
town will invite public par- 
ticipation when it comes 
time for a development 
agreement, 

The public have a right to 
know the ramifications of 
such aproject and the results 
it will have on their lives, 
In particular, if there is any 
hint of a pollution problem, 
council would be wise to 
think twice before signing 
any permit,

Shades of Watergate in St. Albert Council 


Cover-up, Hush-Hush, Passing of a bylaw permitting 
rezoning of a large residential area to ‘‘Light Industrial,”’ 
to permit giant industry to locate inSt, Albert, Disregard 
of and contempt for the expressed concerns of rate- 
payers and the ratepayer-based St, Albert Community 
Planning Committee, which had asked for at least the 
courtesy of a short moratorium on the impending re- 
zoning, 


Disregard for the quality of life of residents along Hebert 
Road, which is to be converted at taxpayers expense, 
into a major 72,000 lb, capacity dual highway truck 
artery to serve as the access route for the proposed 
giant industry. 


Disregard for the residents of Forest Lawn who after 
investing up to 100,000 dollars into their individual 
new residences will be forced to putupwith the proposed 
giant industry and its potential for noise pollution just 
east of their subdivision and immediately west of the 
CNR tracks, Disregard for the affects on future resi- 
dential development in the area immediately east of 
Forest Lawn and right up to the 80 acre industrial area, 
separated only by a narrow buffer strip, 


Misrepresentation of facts in the strongest sense, by the 
Mayor and several Councillors, when they claimed not 
to know the name of the company and their nature of 
business on the site, during the initial stages of the 
Public Hearing of March 11, 1974, When Councillor 
de Bruijn suddenly declared that at this late stage he 
felt no longer compelled to keep the company and its 
proposed operation secret, Following his mention of 
Syncrude as the prospective developer for the entire 
site and their intent to use this site as their main 
shipping depot and main pre-fabrication plant for their 
proposed oil-sands development in Northern Alberta, 
subsequent statements by the Mayor and other Coun- 
cillors proved beyond any doubt that they very well 
knew the company and its intentions, And also apparently 
were involved in extensive negotiations with the company 
they earlier had claimed not to know, 


Obviously the whole thing smacks of ‘‘Shades of Water- 
gate,’’ involving intent of deceipt of ratepayers by council, 
and their misusing the trust of their powers bestowed 
on them by their ratepayer electors, The entire handling 
2 of this matter must therefore be condemned by anyone 

having enough common sense to know what our demo- 
cratic process is supposed to be all about, 


During the hearing the St, Albert Community Planning 
Committee presented a well researched submission 
dealing mainly with the apparent interference of the 
proposed rezoning with the much publicized concept of 
maintaining a ‘‘Green Belt’? between St, Albert and 
Edmonton, which was supposed to be the means to 
separate Industrial Edmonton from Residential St, Al- 
bert, and which was supposed to prevent ultimate mer- 
ger of these two communities, 


Since the proposed St, Albert Industrial Area now ex- 
tends right to the town’s southern boundary and Edmon- 
ton’s industrial zoned area right to their Northern 
boundary, the concept of separation by a green belt 
loses its credibility. This opinion was seconded by 
voices from ratepayers present who expressed their 
concern that the place of the green belt should be 
between industry and residential development, and not 
permit industrial development on the residential side of 
the green belt, 


The green belt concern was followed by questions and 
comments from the ratepayers and the Planning Com- 
mittee, which ultimately caused Mr. de Bruijn’s state- 
ment, identifying the industry proposed to occupy the 
St, Albert site, The question of noise-pollution caused 
by banging of pipes and hammering on steel-plate stor- 
age tanks during their construction, possibly in the 
middle of the night, as well as truck-noise pollution 
in residential areas was then brought up immediately 
by those ratepayers present, Council had to admit that 
noise pollution could be a problem, but they explained 
that this would be overcome by construction of a Berm 
(earth-pile) between the residential area and industrial 
area, 


Council also admitted that they have no maximum decible 
ratings established to which industry must adhere, 
(Apparently council hopes to set these after the industry 
is established - too bad a similar endeavour was fruit- 
less in the Calder switch-yards in Edmonton), 


Confronted with the vision of sledge-hammers shaping 
steel-plate for welding of storage. tanks with ear-deaf- 
ening noises in the middle of the night, council felt that 
such construction would be indoors (how do they know) in 
the plant and would possible cause less problems than 
the present noise of trucks on Highway 2, Council was 
unimpressed when it was pointed out by ratepayers that 
the noise of an approaching and passing truck increases 
slowly and decreases slowly in relation to the distance 


of the vehicle in passing, and therefore is something 
some residents can get used to, but that it is something 
all together different to hear the dropping of a bunch 
of steel pipes from a three-storey crane or hear the 
Sudden pounding of a welders hammer on a huge storage 
tank under construction, in the middle of the night, 


As far as traffic is concerned persistant questioning 
from the public established that 60 per cent of shipping 
would be by rail and 40 per cent by heavy trucks, which 
would have to go via Hebert Road and Highway No, 2, 


Pressed to explain the supposed financial benefits that 
St. Albert would derive from the industry, Mayor Ray 
Gibbon explained that the taxes paid by this industry 
would be equivalent to allow 2. property tax reduction 
of three dollars per annum per head of the present St, 
Albert population, It was quite clear from the ensuing 
reaction of ratepayers present, that they would much 
rather pay these extra three dollars per head in taxes 
than have the industry. ‘‘Since they moved to St, Albert 
to get away from industry, fully aware of St, Albert’s 
bigher taxes,’’ 


It became apparent after the hearing that council was 
not influenced by ratepayers concerns expressed during 
same, 


They do their own thing, All but Councillor Lukay voted 
for the industrial re-zoning during second and third 
reading of the bylaw, immediately following the hearing, 
much to the disgust of ratepayers still in the room, who 
then left promptly, 


On the way out, one lady remarked that there should be 
a way to ‘“timpeach’’ council members, whereupon I had 
the feeling that with their present policy of growth 
for growth’s sake, our council members will soon 
alleviate themselves to the equal of congressmen, which 
would then qualify them for the impeachment process, 
providing of course that they do not tamper with the 
tapes, 


However, the contempt council showed for their electors 
opinion and concerns is most likely sufficient to shorten 
their political aspirations for good, unless they are 
somehow saved by voluntary withdrawal of Syncrude 
froin the rezoned area,

nomadic existence for life 
on the reserve, By the 1950’s 
however, much of the cere- 
mony was in danger of be- 
coming lost forever. 

The Society system which 
had been so much a part of 
tribal life had broken down 
and the old customs and 
rites were being lost as the 
older generation died, 

In order to preserve the 
rituals surrounding the Sun 
Dance, the Blackfoot Indians

6) It will not be necessary 
for hog producers to request 
payment, Incentive payments 
will be forwarded to produc- 
ers on aperiodic basis by the 
Alberta Hog Producers Mar- 
keting Board, 

7) Hog producers are ad- 
vised to market hogs in a 
normal manner at usual 
weights as incentive pay- 
ments are effective on all

What is a Health Food? 
Essentially, a health food 
is a food which is sold in its 
natural state, with no pro- 
cessing or a minimum of 
treatment to alter its orig- 
inal puritive quality. 

An organic health food is 
grown or raised without the 
use of pesticides, sprays, 
or antibiotics and is taken 
to market in its natural state 
without additives or preser- 
vatives, 

Generally, health foods, 
providing they are consumed 
in variety and chosen from 
the five groups outlined in 
Canada’s Food Guide, or with 
careful selection to ensure 
a proper balance of nutrients 
are not harmful, Neither are 
they superior to foods chos- 
en with equal care from 
grocery store, They dohow- 
ever cost up to 50 per cent 
more mone.” 

Not a Medical Cure - When 
they promise cures for ar- 
thritis, cancer, heart dis- 
ease, they may be harmful 
especially when they prevent 
a person from seeking com- 
petent help until it is too 
late, 

Claims for special health 
benefits for particular foods 
are net only without basis in 
accepted scientific fact but 
since they may encourage a 
limitation of food selection 
are also potentially harmful 
Canadian Dietary Standard is 
explicit in the recommended 
intake of essential nutrients 
and together with the food 
tables provides useful tools 
in evaluating diets and 
claims, 

‘Health’? Food Leads to 
Hazards - Certain food prac- 
tices recommended by health 
food promotors canbe harm- 
ful to health, The insistence 
in avoiding additives has led 
in the U.S, to an avoidance 
of iodized salt and a sub- 
sequent increase in simple 
goitre, Iodization of salt -- 
is a public health measure 
in Canada and by Food and 
Drug Regulations, salt for 
table or general household
